ad Befaiiely sound like my Dad when I say, “If | had 
a nickel for every. time | heard someone say....” But

every time someone told me their dream was to quit 
their job’and either work for an animal shelter, start 
an animal shelter, or live on a farm. (Although they 
tend to forget how much manure farm life involves.) 


Don’t get me wrong, | want to encourage everyone 
to fulfill their lifelong dreams! | am absolutely, 100% 
living mine. Other contenders were Archeologist 
‘and Princess — but | decided not to take the easy 
way out. | do want to take a moment to offer a few 
suggestions that might help before you go ditching 
your career. Think of these suggestions not quite 
as Heloise’s Helpful Hints, but more Leslie’s Leash 
Lessons. 


First things first, let's be sure you actually like 
WORKING with animals and not just being around 
them.

shelter for one more to be rescued. FOSTERING is 
one of the most impactful actions you can take to 
help homeless animals. It’s also a little less pressure 
for any of you commitment-phobes who might be 
reading this, and it helps you establish a relationship 


_ with the organization, should you want to eventually 


pursue a career in the animal welfare space. 


~ Leslie’s Leash Lesson Number Three is to take your 


current skill set — financial advisor, accountant, writer, 
publisher, marketing expert, and offer to serve on 
the board of an animal welfare organization. (For 
example: We really need someone who can teach . 

And 
you will be working for animals while continuing your 
day job. It's the best of both worlds! 


I've got plenty of Leslie's Leash Lessons for how 


“you can be involved in saving animals’ lives without 


having to upend your current life - donate, host a 
fundraiser, sponsor an animal or animals-- but | think 
this is a good start for now. And if after all of this, 
you still want to work in animal welfare, I’d be the 
first in line to welcome you with open arms! Let’s 
chat about how we can work together to save even 
more innocent dogs and cats!

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Suffolk Receives 
First Round of 
Opioid Settlement 
Dollars <=

Long Island has begun receiving $46.9 million 
from its opioid lawsuit settlements, a portion of the 
total that big pharmaceutical companies owe Nassau. 


and Suffolk counties, New York Attorney General Le- — 


titia James announced on April 19. 

James made the announcement during a Zoom 
news conference with Suffolk County Executive 
Steve Bellone and Nassau County Executive Bruce 
Blakeman. Suffolk receives $26.4 million and Nas- 
sau receives $20.4 million from the settlements this 
year, which represents the amounts they will receive 
for 2022. There will be more allocations in the com- 
ing years, James noted. 

“While there is no amount of money that can ever 
make up for the loss of life, the loss of a loved one, 
these large settlements will help hold these drug com- 
panies accountable,” James said. “They will prevent 
drug companies from engaging in deception going for- 
ward and will help New Yorkers end the terrible cycle 
of hopelessness and drug addiction that these opioids 
have caused, and save lives. ... These funds will go a 
long way in supporting those who need it most and the 
counties who've been affected by this crisis.” 

Suffolk was the first county in New York to file a 
lawsuit in 2016 against drug companies for their roles 
in fueling the opioid epidemic. Nassau and counties 
across the state and nation then followed suit.

Last year, several settlements were reached for 
both Nassau and Suffolk, including from drug com- 
panies McKesson Corp, Cardinal Health Inc., and 
AmerisourceBergen Corp. 

“As a result of those efforts, we now have the re- 
sources to put toward prevention and treatment and 
recovery, to work to finally end this crisis once and 
for all,” Bellone said. “That is the goal, that is what we 
are focused on, to end the devastation and to bring 
home to people and families whose lives have been 
turned upside down. ans announcement today is a 
big step forward for us.” 

Both counties will.use the settlement dollars to 
directly fund programs to battle opioid addiction. 


These will include educational programs to prevent 
drug use, drug rehabilitation centers, treatments 
such as Narcan for overdoses, Syunscling for indi- 
viduals and families, and others. 

In Suffolk, there is a task force meeting with medi- 
cal experts, law enforcement, and other experts in 


‘the field of addiction to see where funds can bolster 


treatment and prevention services. 

- “We're in the process still,” Bellone said. “Bottom 
line, we want to make sure we are spending these | 
dollars as effectively as possible to combat the opioid 
epidemic.”

LIRR Maintains Mask ee Despite

The MTA is sticking with its mask mandate for 
now, even after a federal judge in Florida on April 
18 struck down the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention’s face-covering requirement on airplanes 
and public transit nationwide. 


The transit authority said that it intends to keep © 


its mandate in place on its buses, subways, and com- 
muter railroads for now, citing a March recommen- 
dation from the New York State Health Department 
recommending masks continue to be required in 
certain settings, such as public transit, even as the 
state has relaxed regulations elsewhere. 

“The mask requirement on public transit in NY re- 
mains in effect for now pursuant to a March 2, 2022 
determination by the New York State Department of 
Health,” said MTA spokesperson Tim Minton. . 

But even with the local mandate still in place, the rul- 


ing may serve to catalyze the gradual mask-shedding 
by Gotham straphangers that. has been seen in recent 
months, even with the MTA plastering masking ads all 
over its trains and running consistent voice-over an- 
nouncements reminding riders to wear a face-covering. 


Federal Judge Kathryn Kimball Mizelle struck - 


down the CDC’s nationwide ‘mandate, arguing that 
the public health agency had overstepped its poli- 
cymaking authority, just days after the ‘mandate 
had been extended to May 3. Almost immediately 
after the ruling dropped, the federal Transportation 
Security Administration (TSA) announced that it 
would no longer enforce a mask mandate at the na- 
tion’s airports and transit hubs; numerous airlines 
also dropped their mask mandates, with some an- 
nouncing the change mid-flight.

Billionaire’s Son 


Appeals Dismissal 
of $10M Suit Against 
Ross School

_ A billionaire’s son is appealing a Suffolk County 
court judge’s dismissal of a lawsuit in which a stu- 
dent allegéd an East Hampton private school’s teach- 
ers bullied him, forcing the teen to switch schools. 

Attorneys for the family of student Hayden Solo- 
viev argued in the appeal filed April 14 that Judge 
William Condon erroneously granted the Ross 
School's motion to dismiss the case in December. 

“The worst part was the teachers bullying Hayden,” 
said Glenn Spiegel, partner at the law firm of Becker 
& Poliakoff, who represents the family and said if 
they win, the student would donate the money to an 
anti-bullying charity. “It still impacts him today. He 
doesn’t want this to happen to anyone else.” 

Stefan Soloviev, one of America’s top 100 landown- 
ers, and his son, Hayden, had sued in March 2021 


seeking $10.million in damages from the nonprofit: 


school for negligence, breach of duty and emotional 
distress, among other claims stemming from a class 
trip to Patagonia, the sparsely populated tip of South 
America, in March 2020, during which teachers 
gave students alcohol. 

Hayden, who was in the 11th ade 3 at the time, 
claimed that he felt so uncomfortable with the 
teachers’ conduct that he returned home early and 
reported the incident to the administration, which 
refused to disclose the outcome of its investigation, 
the lawsuit alleged. The student felt so ostracized 
that he transferred to public school. 

“The plaintiff has not shown that any of these al- 
legations hold any weight to create a cause of action 
on this matter,” Condon wrote in his ruling. 

“We are surprised at the Solovievs’ decision to pur- 
sue an appeal, given the trial court’s well-reasoned 
opinion dismissing their complaint in its entirety,”

en days ago, my wife and I em- 


barked on a three-week vacation, 
flying first from John F. Kennedy In- 
ternational Airport to Los Angeles 
and then, a few days later, flying 
further on to Hawaii.

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Cannabis Crops Up: East End Farmers Among 
First NY Recreational Pot Grower Licensees 


BY TIMOTHY BOLGER 


tone North Fork agricultural com- 
panies are among three on Long 
Island and 52 across New York State 
to be dealt the first-ever licenses al- 
lowing the trailblazers to grow newly 
legalized recreational marijuana. 

The local trio of potential pot plant- 
ers stirring area buzz are Riverhead- 
based Plant Connection, East End 
Flower Farm — which has fields in 
Orient, Mattituck, East Moriches and 
Holtsville — and Route 27 Hopyard, 
an outfit out of.Center Moriches. All 
three rolled through the first round of 
state Cannabis Control Board (CCB) 
approvals, but still need to hash out 
the details before they can hit the 
fields. 

“l’m very happy that the state de- 
cided to reward people that did take a 
hit,” Marcos Ribeiro of East End Flow- 
er Farm, said of his prior experience

growing hemp, a cannabis plant that 


has far less of the psychoactive ele- 
ment-THC than marijuana. “The 2018 
farm bill legalized hemp, so everybody 
and their mom grew it and the market 
came crashing down ... there was way 
too much oversupply.” 


The Empire State last year legalized © 
consumption, possession, sale and . 


cultivation of cannabis for adults over 


the age of 21. Most towns and villages 


on Long Island nipped reefer reform in 
the bud by passing legislation opting 
out of allowing pot shops and canna- 
bis cafés within their borders, except 
for the towns of Riverhead, South- 
ampton, Brookhaven and Babylon. 
But the retail opt-out laws don’t blunt 
state-approved agronomists’ ability to 
grow a wholesale stash to supply weed 
retailers elsewhere. 

“Marijuana is considered a. bona 


fide agricultural product in New York 


and towns have no authority to regu- 


@ 


late or ban growing,” Southold Town 
Supervisor Scott Russell said. “That 
rests solely with (the state).” 

The state has would-be ganja grow- 
ers who paid the $2,000 application 
fee zig-zagging through a heady stack 
of paperwork. The farmers — all of 
whom met the prerequisite of previ- 


ously growing hemp — have 30 days 


to submit plans, ensure 24-hour 
security, undergo inspections, and 
show financing, among other formali- 
ties. Even if the plans don’t go up in 
smoke, the farmers will only be al- 
lowed to grow an acre of weed to start 
and won't be allowed to also get into 
the retail market — so no pot farm 
stands, for now. “We’ve been working 
hard to establish this industry, and 
now, New York farmers will be able 
to plant seeds in our fertile ground,” 
CCB Chair Tremaine Wright said after 
awarding the conditional cultivator li- 
censes at the board’s April 14 meeting.

Another 100 applicants were jointly 
passed over for licenses this time, but 
the CCB plans to deal out more “on a 
rolling basis,” officials said. But not ev- 
eryone was as cushy on the idea of pot 
farms cropping up on the East End. . 

“I have no doubt large-scaled rec- 
reational commercial cannabis culti- 
vation farms, sadly, may conceivably 
replace our existing produce produc- 


ing farms, one of our most valuable ~ 


assets,” said Riverhead Town Super- 
visor Yvette Aguiar. “Case in point, a 
bushel of corn on the East End may 
cost approximately $100 this year. 
Conversely, a bushel of marijuana will 
generate $3,500. No doubt, fiscally, 
farms producing recreational com- 
mercial cannabis cultivation is by far 
- more appealing than produce-gener- 
ating farms.” . 

' The pot croppers maintain it may be 
a few seasons for the industry to truly 
take root. . 


“In my experience, depending upon © 


your variety, with CBD hemp, I was able 
to attain 750 pounds ... on average” per 
acre, Ribeiro, a first-generation Portu- 
‘guese immigrant whose parents were 
farmers, said while planting his 20-acre 
hop farm. He noted that some hemp 
plots produced more than others. 
“There’s potential to grow 1,000 
pounds,” said Ribeiro, whose wife 
Kathleen Long-Ribeiro ‘owns the 
operation. “So if you look at the to- 


tal, there were 52 licenses that were - 


given out. ... That would be 52 acres, 
52,000 pounds if everyone grew 1,000 


pounds, which they won't. It’s really 


not that much cannabis.” 

State law allows individuals to pos- 
‘sess up to three ounces. Fifty-two 
thousand pounds, or 26 tons, of pot 
would be enough to supply more than, 
277,000 people with the maximum 
amount, or enough to fully stock the 


entire population of the East End , 


twice. New York City. residents alone 
- consume about triple that — 77 tons 


annually — according to the United | 


Nations World Drug Report 2017. That 
doesn’t account for all of the state’s 
more than 13 million adults over 21... 

Besides hemp, the'three local farm- 
ers already grow a variety of crops. As 
the name suggests, East End Flower 
Farm’s bread and butter is sunflowers, 
although they also grow some produce 
and grains. All three also grow hops to 
supply the region’s booming craft beer 
industry. — 

Anthony Caggiano, who co-owns

pot farms making the entire North 
Fork reek like a college dorm. 

-“Our past three years of hemp, we 
grew a lot — much, much more than 
were gonna grow in marijuana,” he 
said while taking a break from plow- 
ing his fields to plant barley. “If no- 
body smelled it then, you’re certainly 
not gonna smell it now.” 

Caggiano, the immediate past presi- 
dent of the New York State Nursery 
and Landscape Association, said that 
he didn’t have one complaint despite 
growing 37,000 hemp plants on 20 
acres. 

Route 27 Hopyard could not be 


reached for comment, but was quot- 


ed speaking highly of pot’s economic 
potential. 

“It’s a yery big deal,” Brian Andoos, 
co-partner of the farm, told the New 
York Post. “I'm happy the license went 
to a small farm like ours. ... We'll bring 
in more employees. It will be good for 
all.” 

It won't be the first time marijuana 


_ was grown on the East End. Columbia 


Care, one the largest cultivators, man- 
ufacturers and providers of cannabis 
products in the country, which opened 
Suffolk County’s first medical mari- 
juana dispensary in Riverhead back in 
2016, entered into a $42 million deal to 
purchase 34 acres at Van de Wetering 
Greenhouses in Jamesport last spring, 
the first major marijuana-related real 
estate purchase on the East End since 
the state legalized adult-use cannabis 
in March 2021. Earlier this month, the 
company announced that Chicago- 
based Cresco Labs will acquire it as 
part of a stock merger valued at $2 bil- 
lion, Behind The Hedges reported. 

The state’s pot farm licensing plan, 
dubbed the Seeding Opportunity Ini- 
tiative, comes as the state Office of 
Cannabis Management is also explor- 
ing how to make it easier for those 
with a prescription for medical can- 
nabis to grow their own plants. Gov. 
Kathy Hochul invoked revolutionary 
times in celebrating cannabis cultiva- 
tion being expedited. 

“New York’s farms have been the 
backbone of our state’s economy since 
before the American Revolution, and 
now, New. York’s farms will be at the 
center of the most equitable cannabis 
industry in the nation,” the governor 
said. “I’m proud of the work the Of- 
fice of Cannabis Management and the 
Cannabis Control Board are doing to 
get adult-use cannabis sales up and 
running as fast as possible without 
compromising our mission to uplift 
communities and individuals most 
impacted by the past century of can- 
nabis prohibition.”

KEEP A KIT

or life hook that you can use to pull some- 
one from the water to safety.

Kids (and adults) can trip on objects 

and fall into the water if these items are 
left near the edge of the pool. Make sure 
floats, tubes, toys and cleaning equipment

STORE CHEMICALS SAFELY 

Pool chemicals help protect swimmers by 
killing disease-causing germs in the water, 
but they can also lead to injury when mixed 
improperly or not handled using protective 
gear, according to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 


INSPECT DRAIN COVERS 

Drain covers should be rounded covers, 
and there should be no cracks or missing 
screws.

oung and emerging artists often 

dream big. They share ideas and 
hope to one day establish a ground- 
breaking group or movement in the 
grand tradition of their forebears, be it 
Cubism and the European avant-garde 
at the 1913 Armory Show, the Dada 
manifestos that established a whole 
new way of thinking about art, the Ab- 
stract Expressionists at Cedar Tavern, 
or the proliferation of Pop and, later, 
street art. Few of these dreams amount 
to much as the dreamers fumble for a 
cohesive, culturally significant hook 
on which to hang their proverbial hat 
— let alone an educated, well-connect- 
ed champion to push their ideas onto 
the world stage, as Clement Greenberg

did for Jackson Pollock and his ilk. 
With all this said, Southampton Arts 
Center’s latest exhibition, Techspres- 
sionism — Digital & Beyond (open 
April 21 to June 4) presents a new, 
locally founded art movement that 
has about as good a chance as any to 
become part of the historical lexicon. 
They even have a well-respected art 
scholar and critic in their corner. 

Southampton native Colin Gold- 
berg, the show's curator and artist who 
first coined the term, defines Tech- 
spressionism (/tek-spresh-uh-niz-uh 
m/) as “an artistic approach in which 
technology is utilized as a means to 
express emotional experience,” and a 
“21st century artistic and social move- 
ment.” 

The definition is quite broad, and

certainly open to ample interpreta- 
tion, which can be seen through the 
wide range of works on view at SAC. 
Techspressionism includes pieces cre- 
ated in a multitude of styles and tech- 
niques by more than 90 artists from 
more than 20 countries. — all united 
under the banner of technology in its 
many forms. 

“The. word Techspressionism was 
something I came up with just asa title 
for a show that I did at 4 North Main 
Gallery (now MM Fine Art) in South- 
ampton,” Goldberg explains, pointing 
out that he asked art historian, critic 
and Pollock-Krasner House director 
Helen Harrison to write an essay for 
that 2011 solo show’s catalogue. In- 
spired by the ideas Goldberg evinced, 
Harrison. later became a champion of

the movement, an advisor for the SAC 
Techspressionism exhibition and, per- 
haps when looking back, the Green- 
berg to his Pollock. 

“T feel like her voice is actually what 
gives this validity, not mine. I’m just 
an artist who came up with this port- 


-manteau that’s clever,” Goldberg says 


of Harrison, who has been part of the 
effort, which now includes numer- 
ous other artists who meet in virtual 
salons to critique one another’s work, 
explore different topics and discuss 
Techspressionism as a. philosophy. 
“She has the art historical knowledge I 
don’t have to make those connections 
between what we’re doing and what’s 
been done in the past,” he adds. 
Goldberg has become recognized 
for his works on paper, canvas and 
wood, usually layering expressionist

painting done by hand with computer- 


generated wireframes or line draw- 
- ings printed on top, though he’s also 
recently dipped his toe into the world 
of purely digital NFTs (non-fungible 
tokens) — pieces of art, or any non- 
interchangeable unit of data, stored on 
a blockchain that can be bought and 
sold to collectors. NFTs will be avail- 
able through the SAC exhibition, but 
the focus is on the tangible, and it of- 
fers photographic works, collage, fab- 
ric pieces and X-ray imaging, as well 
as a full-fledged installation between 
rooms. 

The many styles and media that 
fall under Techspressionism could 
seem like something of a free-for-all, 
but there is a cohesive thread woven 
throughout. And it is decidedly not 
about the look or style of the work. 

In fact, Harrison. made a very im- 
portant change to the original defini- 
tion of Techspressionism to explain

exactly that. Goldberg’s first definition 
called it “an artistic style in which 
technology is utilized as a means to 
express emotional experience, as op- 
posed to external reality.” The words 
“as opposed to external reality” were 
the first to go, but Harrison also noted 
astutely that the word “style” should 
be swapped for “approach.” 

. Goldberg says adding “approach” in 
place of “style” makes the point that 
this is not about a bunch of work that 
has to look the same. “It’s more like a 
philosophical way to think about using 


_technology, and I think that was really 


important, that change.” ; 

As Harrison explains it, Techspres~ 
sionism “may not be an NFT, it could 
just be a print or something that has 
a solid form. It could be a video or 
something that’s projected, or it could 
even be a three-dimensional piece. ... 
So, there’s kind of a wide range of out- 
comes or results from using various 
modern technologies.” 

She notes that Goldberg asked for 
her input in 2011 because he felt a 
kinship with Pollock and his use of 
unusual materials, like house paint. 
“People think Pollock used house paint 
because it was cheap and he.was poor, 


‘and of course that is a gross oversim- 


plification, and it also doesn’t have to 
be true,” Harrison says. “He used it be-

cause it gave him the results he was af- 
ter, and that was the point, that Colin 
was using technology because it gave 
him the results he was looking for, and 
not just because it was some techno- 
logical innovation that was an end in 
itself. It was a means to an end,” she 
continues, describing the crux of this 
show, which is about applying technol- 
ogy to achieve an image that could not 
be produced by other means. 

“I found that an easy connection, 
because I felt there was a certain kin- 
ship there, so I wrote the essay for his 
exhibition brochure, and that’s how 
I got involved,” Harrison says, add- 
ing later, “Artists are embracing new 


- technology, because look what you can 


do with it. But if you just use it for its 
own Sake, it’s boring. It has to have the 
juice. It has to have the artist’s creative 
impetus behind it. The more artists 
use it, the juicier it will get.” 
Techspressionism began to prolifer- 
ate as the ideas further crystalized for 
Goldberg and others in their growing 
community, including his friend from 
graduate school Patrick Lichty — who 


also felt strongly that the school’s — 


“ 


computer art” (and later “digital art”) 
program title did not define what they 
do. Among dozens of artists in the 
exhibition, plenty of locals are tak- 


-ing part, such as Southampton artists 


Steve Miller — who Goldberg calls the 


“Godfather of Techspressionism” for . 


his longtime use of X-rays and other 
innovations in his paintings — Oz Van 
Rosen, John Zieman and Carol Hunt, 
as well as Shelter Island’s Roz Di- 
mon (who made a large Kalashnikov 


_ rifle image, with all proceeds going to 


United Help Ukraine), Amagansett in- 
stallation artist Christine Sciulli, Roy 
Nicholson of Sag Harbor, East Hamp- 
ton’s Frank Gilette and others. 

To help spread the word, and liter- 
ally the word, Goldberg launched a 
website and began pouring through 
Instagram, tagging artists’ images as 
#techspressionism and inviting them 
to be part of what they were doing. 
“People picked up on it and started us- 
ing (#techspressionism) on their own, 
and now were close to 40,000 posts 
from people all over the world using 
the hashtag,” he says. “Based on that, 
I’ve put together this artists index on 
techspressionism.com that has 270-— 
280 artists from maybe 40 different 
countries now.” Goldberg person- 
ally messaged every single artist and 
asked if they wanted to be in the index, 
which led to much of the international 
talent sending work to SAC from coun- 
tries including Afghanistan, Austra- 
lia, Belgium, Brazil, Canada, Canary 
Islands, Czech Republic, France, Ger- 
many, Hong Kong, India, Iran, Italy, 
Netherlands, Peru, Puerto Rico, Rus- 


sia, Taiwan, Turkey, Uganda, Ukraine 
and, of course, the United States. 

Adding to this building momentum, 
Goldberg says as recently as this week, 
Techspressionism community “nodes” 
have popped up, creating hubs in oth- 
er countries, such as Iran, Germany, 
Canada and France — and the French 
artists are now working on curating 
their own international show about 
the movement. 

It’s quite possible this exhibition 
at Southampton Arts Center will go 
down as a defining moment for an im- 
portant global art movement. It’s also 
possible Techspressionism turns out 
to be a fun, thought-provoking show 
that remains local. But-some smart 
people are betting on the former. 

“Techspressionism will give us 
greater insight into how these artists 
use technology as a means of creative 
expression, whether it be works cre- 
ated with 3D printers, animation or 
other digital mediums,” SAC executive 
director Tom Dunn says of the show. 
“As a community-focused organiza- 
tion, SAC is thrilled to offer an exhi- 
bition like this where we can all learn 
more about something that is becom- 
ing part of our everyday lives.” 

Goldberg says people regularly ask 
if he’s trademarked the word or cre- 
ated a nonprofit around it, to which 
he responds, “No, no, no, I don’t want 
to do any of those things. My mis- 
sion is for it to be brought into com- 
mon usage as a word.” He points out 
that Techspressionism is now in the 
Urban Dictionary, and he’s hoping 
it has a Wikipedia presence in due 
course. “The more people use it as a 
word, the more likely it’ll be that it 
gets brought into common usage,” 
Goldberg says. “The alternative is it 
becomes another collective ... I don’t 
want it to be that.” 

Harrison says Techspressionism is 
already making its mark around the 
world, even if people might not know 
the word for it. “People all over the 
globe have connected to this in such 
an enthusiastic way. I keep teasing 
Colin about “be careful what you wish 
for, because it’s gone well beyond any 
limitation that he would put on it,” she 
adds. “There are people in countries 
you wouldn’t have thought even heard 
of this, but as soon as they do hear of 
it, they identify with it, and say, ‘Yes, 
those are my people.”

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The Eccentric Bagel: 


Shelter Island’s First Bagel Shop Debuts 


& 


DESIGN BY RICKY “TEEVEE” SAETTA SETS THE ECCENTRIC 
BAGEL APART FROM YOUR AVERAGE BAGEL SHOP

B agel shops are as integral to New York breakfast 
and brunch as pizzerias are to NY lunch and 
dinner. So how is it that Shelter Island went with- 
out a bagel shop until this month? The Eccentric 
Bagel owners Amy and Darryn Weinstein wondered 
the same thing, until lo decided to do something 
about it. 
Amy Weinstein, founder/CEO of Smash Enter- 
tainment and now co-founder/CMO of The Eccen- 
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tric Bagel, recalls Lower East Side native Darryn’s - 


dismay when he was unable to find bagels up to his 
standards during weekends at their Shelter Island 
home. “He would say to me, ‘We need a bagel store!’ 
And Id say, ‘Just do it,” Weinstein shares. “Then he 
came to me one day and said, ‘You know that bagel 
store you keep telling me just to do?” ’ 

After seven years of weekending on an island with 
no bagel shop, Darryri was ready to shift gears from 
his high-end luxury travel business of 30 years to 
bagels — Eccentric Bagels. The name was chosen 
based on Darryn’s nickname, the “eccentric mil- 
lionaire” among Shelter Islanders, a term seemingly 
derived from his carefree nature. “I'd get out of my 
Porsche, and he'd be wearing sweatpants, sweatshirt 
and nothing would match — that kind of thing — so 
they called him eccentric,” she says, adding that 
while fun, it’s not the most accurate description. “We 
thought it was really funny because we're not that 
kind of person.” 

Nevertheless, the nickname and store name 
stuck, so the branding had to follow suit. The logo 
features a charming cartoon version of Darryn rid- 
ing a bagel, and the store’s design by Ricky “Teevee” 
Saetta is: whimsical and out-of-the-box. Amy adds 
that after discovering the Orient-based designer on 


Instagram, working iethie was a dream. “He was 


thrilled to have the ability to really get as creative.as 

he wanted. I told him, “Don’t hold off. Do whatever 

you have to do.’ And we really clicked,” she says. 
Amy and Darryn Weinstein are another dream 


~ team working together for the first time in this ca- 


pacity, each tasked with managing one side of the 
business. Amy is in charge of the front end: mer- 
chandising, design, social media and the like, while 
Darryn manages the backend tasks of staffing, or- 
dering, cooking and preparing the bagels every day 
at 4 a.m. “We really have our own separate identi- 
ties, or hats, in the business,” she adds. 


When The Eccentric Bagel opened on April 9, it. 


wasn’t widely advertised as a grand opening, but 
grand it was, as often happens when something 
new and exciting comes to Shelter Island. Weinstein 
reports long lines out the door, 4,000 bagels sold 
and bagel dogs selling out five minutes after putting 
them on display. 

“We had no idea it was really something that was 


SUCH a need, but it’s unbelievable how everybody — 


is so excited, like their prayers have finally been an- 
swered,” she says, noting that serving bagels made 


fresh on Shelter Island is apparently a game changer. 


“Everyone walks in with a huge smile.” 

As one might expect from a business called “The 
Eccentric Bagel,” the store offers much more than 
classic bagel options — the current most popular 
unique flavor being the za’atar. made with olive oil 
and sesame seeds, though jalapefio-cheddar is a 


close second. Deli meats, scrambled eggs, hash- 


browns, cream cheese and other options to top your 


bagel are available, as are Hebrew National hotdogs 


wrapped in dough, aka bagel dogs. 

“Darryn has been very creative and coming” up 
with a lot of different things, so we're kind of right 
now testing out different flavors,” Weinstein ex- 
plains. “We’ll-do a couple of different things every 
day and see what the customers say about it. Then 
we're going to iron out what we're going to give on a 
weekly basis, and we're always going to have some- 
thing different.” 

Limited-edition bagel dog flavors have ificlisded 
sriracha-blue cheese, provolone cheese, and bacon- 
wrapped. Once they’re gone, there’s no telling when 


or if they'll be back, so it pays to keep up with the 


shop’s Instagram stories @eccentricbagel or to be a 
regular local customer. The store even offers brand- 
ed coffee tumblers for $24 that once purchased, “you 


can come back as many times as you want, forever, - 


and get hot coffee or hot tea for a dollar,” Wesintein 
says, “which the locals have been loving.” 

Birthed from a need that Shelter Islanders couldn't 
fill, The Eccentric Bagel also offers other snacks and 
products from companies previously unavailable on 
Shelter Island. These include The Hampton Grocer, 
Seed + Mill, New York Shuk, exclusive to-go salads, 
candy, sweets from The Treatery and suntan lotions. 


Locals and visitors on a budget can easily assemble : 
itn. meal for $10. or less — a small feat that’s rapidly 


getting more difficult to achieve. 
“We love (Shelter) Island, and we’re reais thrilled 


that’ we’re actually giving them something that 
they've wanted for so many years, and they have 
now, and that we're able to be at a price that every- 
one is able to afford, which has been a Doves on 
the island,” ‘Weinstein aoe

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Shinnecock Voices: 
Ecological Knowledge Is 
Foundational in Global 
Sustainability

arth Day has been every day since 

he earth existed. However, prior 
to 1970, there was no EPA, no Clean 
Air Act and no Clean Water Act. 
There were no legal or regu- 
latory mechanisms to pro- 
tect our environment, 
and Indigenous peoples 
were just at the height 
of the American Indian 
Movement, fighting for 
sovereign rights. Senator 
Gaylord Nelson created Earth 
Day to force bringing awareness 
of the environmental problems onto the 
national agenda. 

“The objective was to get a nation- 
wide demonstration: of concern for 
the environment so large that it would 
shake the political establishment out of 
its lethargy,” Senator Nelson said, “and, 
finally, force this issue permanently 
onto the national political agenda.” 

The very act of cutting down old- 
growth forests decreases moisture 
production. It degrades into.a dry eco- 
system, catastrophically losing species 
of plants and animals and altering the 
global water cycle. The ocean heats up 
and becomes more acidic, the coral 
reefs die, pollinating insects begin to 


disappear, and the arctic melts rapidly. 
The effects of bioterrorism accelerate 


the rate of climate change dramatically. 
Indigenous rights are environmental 
rights as it is our very existence that 
the environment is dependent upon to 
thrive. For many, this might come as a 
concept or a gesture, but it is our whole 
way of living for us. Many of the first 
laws in the old colonial settlements in- 
terrupted our biocentric lifestyles. Re- 
moving Indigenous peoples from that 
lifestyle has significantly affected our 
earth. Many people focus on coloniza- 
tion’s impact on the Indigenous people, 
but it’s essential to understand that the 
environment was equally impacted. 
Foreign animals and plants brought 
so many foreign diseases that they have 
not recovered from even to this day. 


There are first-hand written accounts 
of wars that were created because In- 


digenous women tried protecting their. 


gardens and clam beds against the 
foreign pigs that were brought here by 
the settlers. The settlers allowed 
their livestock to roam, and 
the feces of the livestock 
would contaminate fresh- 
water areas and change 
the salt content of the 
clam beds that local na- 
tives would shellfish. The 
gardens would be raided 
by livestock on a daily basis. 

These wars were called the “Pig 
Wars” or known to many as the “Kieft 
Wars.” Although Indigenous people 
were wrongly accused of the theft of 


pigs, they were easily targeted because ~ 
of their long-term frustration with the - 
adverse effects on the environment the — 


foreign animals brought. 

There are tribes around the country 
that have written the rights of nature 
into their tribal laws. Doing this not 
only protects our environment but also 
asserts Tribal sovereignty when prac- 
ticing our customs in protecting nature. 
The White Earth Band of Ojibwe and 
the 1855 Treaty Authority adopted the 
Manoomin Law that states: “... pos- 
sesses inherent rights to exist, flourish, 
regenerate and evolve, as well as inher- 


. ent rights to restoration, recovery and 


preservation.” This law protects: the 
wild rice and clean and fresh water re- 
sources on and off reservation. 
Another set of laws made against our 
ways of living prohibited us from speak- 
ing our traditional languages. In fact, in 
the town. of Southampton, Shinnecock 
people were put in stocks without food 
or water on Jobs Lane if caught speak- 
ing Shinnecock. I grew up hearing sto- 
ries passed down from elders who have 
parents or grandparents who were the 
first generations to experience forced 


assimilation. The Indigenous language: 
people speak in a frequency that allows - 


a physical and spiritual connection to 
the earth. When we were forced to stop 
speaking those words, that connec- 


tion was interrupted. Many states have 
regulations that have removed our tra- 
ditional names for many plants. Due to 
the laws against speaking the language 
for hundreds of years, it also affects 
our memory of which of our traditional 
words were used for our environment. 
When language is removed from a peo- 
ple, the culture of a people fades. 

Today, the movement to reclaim In- 
digenous language is revitalizing Indig- 
enous ‘knowledge. Indigenous people 
worldwide hold a common belief. sys- 
tem that the body, mind and spirit are 
interlinked: and require total wellness 
for physical and spiritual wellbeing. In 
the last several years, all walks of life 
have begun to hold deeper respect for 
this common belief system. The need 
to understand how to create solutions 


‘to end environmental injustice is being . 


demanded worldwide. 

In fact, in November of 2021, the 
White House committed to elevate In- 
digenous Traditional Ecological Knowl- 


.edge (TEK) in the federal scientific 
and policy process. TEK is a body of 
observations, oral and written know1- 


edge, practices and beliefs that promote

environmental sustainability and the . 


responsible stewardship of natural re- 
sources through relationships between 
humans and environmental systems. 
We are in times when the tables of 
decision-making are becoming more 
diverse, and it is at those tables we can 
learn from one another. The earth is de- 
pendent upon it. 

Indigenous peoples manage to hold 
tenure over 25% of the world’s land sur- 
face and support about 80% of the global 
biodiversity, making up less than 2.5% 
of the human population. As of 2020, 
the world population was '7.8 billion, 


and the remaining wilderness was 35%.

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Hamptons Observatory Lecture 
Explores Extraterrestrial Life

Talk of extraterrestrial life and UFOs are no lon- 
ger the stuff of crackpots and the tinfoil hat-wearing 
crowd since the U.S. intelligence community re- 
leased its shocking (to some) UFO report in 2021, 
but certain scientists have been seeking life on other 
planets quite seriously for decades. Hamptons Ob- 
servatory is getting in on this hot-button conversa- 
tion with a free, must-watch virtual lecture, The 
Galileo Project: In Search for Technological Inter- 
stellar Objects featuring Dr. Avi Loeb, bestselling 
author of 2021's Extraterrestrial: The First Sign 
of Intelligent Life Beyond Earth and director of 
Harvard’s new Galileo Project, on Tuesday, April 26 
from 7—8:30 p.m. 

Award-winning science author and East Hampton 
resident Dava Sobel (Galileo’s Daughter, The Glass 
Universe) will introduce Dr. Loeb and his presenta- 
tion, which is co-hosted by BookHampton. 

Dr. Loeb will speak about the search for extrater- 
restrial life and evidence supporting the idea.that 
certain interstellar objects,’ such as Oumuamua, 
which passed through our solar system in 2017, may 
be technology from another civilization. As he points 
out in Extraterrestrial, “Overall, about a quarter of 


our galaxy’s 200 billion stars are orbited by planets 
that are habitable in the way Earth is. ... Given so 
many worlds — 50 billion in our own galaxy! — with 
similar life-friendly conditions, it’s very likely that 
intelligent organisms have evolved elsewhere. And 
that’s counting only habitable planets: within the 
Milky Way.” 

Announced last summer, Harvard’s Galileo Proj- 
ect is an unprecedented effort in “space archeology” 
which will use powerful telescopes to comb the uni- 
verse for extraterrestrial technological relics and 
physical evidence of alien civilizations, while always 
remaining transparent about what. they discover. 
The project also has a division tasked with examin- 
ing how eventual (or hypothetical) discoveries vali- 
dating extraterrestrial life might impact society here 
on Earth. 

“We've all asked questions that relate to whether 
other life exists in the universe — it’s a mystery that 
has intrigued us all,” Hamptons Observatory Exec- 
utive Director Donna L. McCormick says. “Because 
of Dr. Loeb’s efforts and the establishment of The 
Galileo Project at Harvard University, we now have 
reason to be confident that soon we'll have some 
answers.” 

Along with writing eight books and nearly 1,000

scientific papers, and being Director of the Institute 
for Theory and Computation within the Harvard- 
Smithsonian Center for Astrophysics, among other 
titles, Dr. Loeb’s bona fides include discovering the 
first-ever interstellar object (an astronomical object 
not gravitationally bound to a star — in this case a 
meteor) in 2014 with his graduate student Amir 
Siraj, and being named among Time magazine’s “25 
Most Influential People in Space” in 2012.

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Childhood Suicide Is on the Rise. — 


What to Do? -

D r. Andrew Solomon’s article 
“The Mystifying Rise of Child 
Suicide” in the April 11 edition of the 
New Yorker magazine will hopefully 
be a wake-up call for parents, schools, 
pediatricians and _ mental 
health professionals. The 
article points out that 
between 1950 and 1988, 
the proportion of adoles- 
cents 15-19 who killed 
themselves dramatically 
quadrupled. Between 
2007 and 2017, the number 
of children ages 10-14 who 

did so more than doubled. In 2020, 
according to the nation’s Center for 
Disease Control and Prevention, sui- 
cide claimed the lives of more than 
500 children between ages 10—14 and 
6,000 young adults between ages 15— 
21. This makes it as common a cause 
of death as those who lose their lives 
in car crashes. 


The CDC also found that during the 


first seven months of the COVID lock 
down, U.S. hospitals experienced a 
24% increase in mental health related 
emergency visits of children ages 5-11 
and a 31% increase for those ages 


12-17. Even though we know that the - 


sooner depressed or suicidal children 
receive treatment, the more likely 
they are to recover, children remain 
radically under treated. Research 
shows that only 1 out of 5 American 
adolescents who end up in a hospital 
after attempting suicide is transferred 
to a mental-health facility for fur- 
- ther, needed treatment. Even more 
shockingly, according to the National 
Institute of Mental Health, almost 
two-thirds of the 3 million American 
adolescents who experienced major 
depression in 2020 received no treat~ 
ment at all. 


CASE HISTORY : 

Last summer, I received a call from 
an East Hampton woman requesting 
marital therapy. I didn’t know at the 
time that I would become the overseer 
and advocate for her step-daughter 
Shana, who battled not only severe 
psychiatric problems, but also a men- 
tal health and legal system that con- 
tinued to fail her over and over again. 

Shana was born in Connecticut to a 


single mother. It wasn’t until she was 
2 years old that her biological father 
was informed that he had a daughter. 
Shana’s. mother was an alcoholic and 
a drug abuser who. emotionally, ver- 
bally, physically and sexually abused 


Shana for the first 13 years of her, 


life. After years of court. battles, her 
biological father and_ step- 
mother were finally able to 
obtain physical custody of 


However, her biological 
mother still had limited 
legal rights, even though 
she was not permitted to 
contact her directly. She 
nonetheless was allowed to 

speak with the school and with any 
mental health professionals that Sha- 
na saw. Her continued involvement 


in her daughter’s life caused Shana 


enormous stress and constant worry, 
which contributed to her multiple at- 
tempts at suicide over the years.. 
Although Child Protection Services 
and a number of child advocates and 
therapists were involved in Shana’s 
case, the mother consistently denied 
all allegations. It became a she said, 
she said scenario. As a result, the fam- 
ily court was unable to terminate all 
of the mother’s rights. I believe that 
if the experts had been willing to 
take the necessary time to really. get 
to know the case and Shana, it would 
have been very clear that her allega- 
tions of abuse were in fact painfully 


‘true, thereby allowing the court to 
permanently terminate the biological - 


mother’s parental rights. The system 
failed Shana in unspeakable ways. 


UPDATE 

Shana was recently discharged from 
a psychiatric hospital after a recent 
suicide attempt. I was very concerned 
that her two-week stay was not suffi- 
cient to deal with the severity of her 
condition. In speaking with the hos- 


pital, they told me that their program ~ 


was short-term and that insurance 
would only pay for a specified amount 
of time. The family had been waiting 
for over three months for Shana to 


- be seen by an outpatient psychiatrist 


prior to her suicide attempt. They’re 
still waiting for that appointment. In 
the interim, Shana has recently be- 


* gun individual therapy with two new 


therapists. Hopefully this time, Shana

RECOGNIZING SIGNS OF 
DISTRESS IN OUR CHILDREN 
‘Depression and self-harm do not 
necessarily look the same in young 
children as they do in teens and adults. 
If you as a parent or teacher have con- 


. cerns that are troubling you about 


your child’s mood or behavior, don’t 
hesitate to contact a mental health 
professional to ensure that your child 
is not at risk. It’s always better to err 
on the side of caution. 

*The names and identifying infor- 
mation have been changed to protect 
the confidentiality and anonymity 
of Shana and her family. Shana’s fa- 
ther and step-mother are still trying 
to have the biological mother’s rights 
terminated. The legal battle continues.

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Health on the Frontlines: 
Learning to Live with COVID.

OVID-19 cases are rising as the vi- 

rus continues to mutate to a more 
contagious and less lethal disease as it 
learns not to kill its human host. Since 
man began, viruses have infected us 
and eventually became endemic as evi- 
denced by the 100,000 viruses found 
living in our gut microbiome intestinal 
tract ecosystem. Some of. the viruses 
called bacteriophageys even kill bad 
bacteria in our intestine keeping our 
gut health in balance. 

Fortunately, vaccines boost immu- 
nity and prevent hospitalizations and 
death significantly. The problem with 
the vaccines and boosters currently. 
available is the fact they are for the 
original alpha variant. The current 
Omicron variant and BA2 subvariant 
which are prevalent, will need variant 


specific vaccines that will last at least 


a year. 
The Russians have approved and are 


using a new generation nasal spray CO- 


VID vaccine and a repurposed flu drug - 


Avigan, which they market as Avifavir 
that reduces hospitalizations, death 
and accelerated viral clearance. They 
have also distributed their antiviral to 
17 countries. 

‘Here in the U.S., we are very fortu- 
nate to have new therapeutics like Eli 
Lily’s LV. monoclonal antibody against 
the new variants that cap the COVID 
spike protein to block entry into cells. 
We also have Molnupiravir from Merck 
and Plaxlovid from Pfizer taken for five 
days, that reduce death and hospital- 
izations if taken in the first five days. 

We have learned that keeping Vi- 


tamin D levels in normal range helps > 


disease progression and that 78% of 
the deaths in the U.S. have occurred in 
overweight persons. We have learned 
that healthcare and our domestic sup- 
ply chain is a national security priority.

Ann Liguori on Golf: Recapping The Masters 
Tournament at Augusta National — 


BY ANN LIGUORI 


A nother glorious Masters Tourna- 
ent is behind us. 

This was the 24th Masters I’ve 
covered as a sports broadcaster for 
WFAN-NY, hosting “Talking Golf” on 
Sunday mornings from the dazzling 
Augusta National. Media Center. It 
was another compelling Masters, cer- 
tainly with the return of Tiger Woods, 
13 and a half months after his near- 
fatal car crash. And the fact that not 
only did Woods play and maneuver 
his reconstructive, aging body around 
the steep terrain of Augusta National; 
he made the cut, which is quite re- 
markable. Yes, I will be writing future 
columns on Tiger’s heroics. 

This column is about the new, most 
impressive Masters champion. And it 
doesn’t matter how far ahead the 54- 
hole leader may be, heading into the 
Final Round, I always find Sunday at 
Augusta National and the stories that 
come out of it, to be as compelling as 
ever. And this year was no exception. 

Scottie Scheffler makes a_ great 
champion, on and off the course. 
The 25-year-old Texan — born in 
Ridgewood, New Jersey, and 
moved to Texas at the ageof 4 
5 — continued his sizzling 
play to win his first Major 
Championship and_his 
fourth title in a six-tourna- 
ment stretch. His outstand- 
ing shot-making and creative 
play were on stage for all to see. 

And off the course, it’s been a real 
pleasure getting to know him a:bit, 
asking him questions in the press con- 
ferences, listening, and observing him 
closely. And I’m truly impressed with 
what I’ve heard and seen so far. 

I was first taken by his family story 
when he said that his father stayed at 
home to raise Scottie and his three 
sisters while his mother worked as an 
attorney. And I adore the tender mo- 
ment after he won the WGC Match 
Play in March when his Dad hugged 
him and uttered, “I’m more proud of 
who you are than your golf. You're a 
wonderful young man.” 

And then there’s Scheffler’s honesty. 
As poised and unnerved as he looked 


while navigating the twists, turns and 


hills of Augusta National, he admitted 
to being so nervous on Sunday morn- 
ing before the final round, that he 
cried like a baby.

“I was so stressed out,” he 
said after his win. “I didn’t 
know what to do. I was sit- 
ting there telling Meredith 
(his wife), ‘I don’t think 
I’m ready for this. I’m not 
ready. I don’t feel like I’m 
ready for this kind of stuff, 
and I just felt overwhelmed. She 
told me, ‘Who are you to say that you 
are not ready? Who am I to say that I 


‘know what's best for my life?’ And so 


what we talked about is that God is in 
control and that the Lord is leading 
me, and if today is my time, it’s my 
time. And if I shot 82 today, you know, 
somehow I was going to use it for his 
glory. Gosh, it was a long morning. It 
was long.” 

That’s about as honest and open as 
anyone can be under the microscope. 

From a mental standpoint, Scheffler 
was able to stay in the present for most 
of the weekend and not let distrac- 
tions such as pressure, nerves, severe 
wind gusts, cold temps in the third 
round, all the attention and frenzy 
that comes with leading The Masters, 
prevent him from winning the Green 
Jacket. And yes, four-putting the final 
hole showed he’s indeed human. 


Scheffler was ahead by three shots’ 


going into the final round (and by a 
record-tying five shots through 36 
holes), but a three-shot lead at The 
Masters can certainly dissipate apie 
er than a blink of an eye. 

And Scheffler saw his lead shrink 


to one after Aussie Cameron Smith’ 


birdied right out of the gate on holes 
1and 2. 

But true to form, Scheffler main- 
tained composure and focus, and sunk 
a brilliant pitch shot on the par 4, third 
hole, from about 30 yards up a steep 
slope to the green. A birdie there and 
a bogie for Smith brought Scheffler’s 
lead back to three and Scheffler never 
looked back. Smith made birdie on the 
very difficult 11th hole, but on the par 


3, 12th, his 9-iron found Rae’s Creek | 


resulting in a triple-bogey.. Smith ad- 
mitted it was “just a terrible swing.” 
Maintaining a sizable lead under the 
enormous pressure of the back nine 
during the Final Round of The Mas- 
ters is no small feat. Golf historians 
can easily recall Greg Norman’s epic 
collapse in 1996, starting the Final 
Round with a six-shot lead over Nick 
Faldo. Norman had bogies on holes 
9-11, his tee shot found Rae’s Creek 
on the 12th and he ended up shoot- 
ing a 78 while Faldo carded a 67. And 


who can forget Rory McIlroy, ahead 
by four to start the Final Round in 


2011, duck hooked his tee shot on 10, — 


tripling there, followed by a bogey on 


into Rae’s Creek on 13.

for 15th. (Two months later, McIlroy 
bounced back like a champ and won 
the U.S. Open by eight shots.) And of 
course, Jordan Spieth, who won the 
Green Jacket in 2015, a year later, led 
by five. shots with nine holes to play, 
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11, four-putt double on 12 and a splash ~ 


but bogeyed 10, 11, and hit two balls:

quadruple-bogey, finishing 1-over-73, 
good enough for an agonizing second 
place finish behind Danny Willet. 

Scheffler rose above the fear, the 
nerves, the overwhelming moments. 
And this is only the beginning for the 
2022 Masters champion.

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Traffic Impact Eyed at Enclaves Hearing

eee Town residents sparred with represen- 
tatives. of the Enclaves Hotel’s developer at a 
Planning Board public hearing this month. 

Developer Jonathan Tibett wants to build a 44- 
unit hotel with a 74-seat restaurant and an event 
space for events of up to 100 people on a 6.75-acre 
lot on Main Road in Southold. The 62,338-square- 
foot hotel would have 40 units in a main two-story 
building plus four units in detached cottages. The 
property would also include an outdoor swimming 
pool and 132 parking spaces. The 3,610-square- 
foot restaurant would be converted from an exist- 
ing two-story dwelling, which previously: housed 
the Hedges B&B. 

The proposal was given conditional approval by 
the Zoning Board of Appeals in December. Condi- 
tions include that events in the event space must be 
limited to 100 people and that no outdoor events 
or special events as defined in town code will be 
permitted. ; 

Much of the debate at the hearing focused on 
concerns over traffic and how the town would en- 
force capacity limits at the event space. Some resi- 
dents also voiced concerns that the new property 
would not fit in with the character of the area and 
with Southold Town’s comprehensive plan, which 
was updated in 2019 to guide future development. 

“The traffic study has flaws, which have led to an 
incorrect conclusion,” said Southold resident Mar- 
garet Steinbugler, an engineer, who said she spent 
“four or five days” scrutinizing the 2019 study. She 
said the study does not follow the guidelines from 
the Institute of Transportation Engineers manual, 
that it makes assumptions about the flow of traf- 


fic without data or support, and that it underesti- 
mates the project’s overall impact on traffic. 

“The applicant said the traffic increase would be 
less than 4%, but my estimates suggest that traffic 
may grow from 5 to 7.4%,” she said. 

Anne Murray of East Marion was one. of several 
residents who asked the planning board to coe 
a new traffic study, 

“This study was done before the pandemic, be- 
fore everyone was getting their Amazon deliveries 
and before more people came out here,” she said. 

Andrew Giambertone, the Huntington-based ar- 
chitect for the project, addressed the traffic study 
concerns. 

“We did not take numbers fon the air,” he said. 
“We used numbers from the town’s data, which 
they use for their own traffic analysis. We followed 
a laundry list from the Zoning Board, including 
waiting until the summer to complete the traffic 


study to make it sure it reflected peak weekend — 


travel. 


“It has not been a process of arbitrary data,” he — 


said. “It has been scrutinized by the town’s own 
Zoning Board.” 


Enforcement of the event space’s 100-guest maxi- ° 


mum was also a common theme in resident concerns. 

“Who is going to monitor that there aren’t 150 
or 200 people?” asked Southold resident Nancy 
Butkus. 

Planning Board Chair Donald Wilcenski said en- 
forcement would be “complaint-driven” and would 
be the responsibility of code enforcers, but that the 
board would further address this concern through 
the site plan process. 

East Marion resident Marina DeLuca said the 
project appears “completely incongruent with 


dowritown Southold’s rural character” and asked 
the planning board to “help the applicant create 
a project” that fits with the town’s comprehensive 
plan. 

_David Altman, the developer’s Melville-based 
attorney, pointed out that the restaurant property 
will be refurbished in keeping with its historic 
character, that the lighting is night skies compliant 
and that the site is extensively buffered from Main 
Road. Other concessions have been made based 
on requests throughout the process. For instance, 
to better match the area’s architectural style, “we 
agreed to integrate cedar shakes into some ele- 
ments,” Giambertone said. 

Given the extensive size and scope of the En- 
claves, DeLuca asked the Planning Board to “re- 
consider the maximum density of this project, and 
that you consider a smaller project,” which she said 
would help mitigate many of the concerns. 

Alternate uses could create a far greater density 
on a property this size, Giambertone countered. 

“Only 18% of the property will be developed,” he 
said. “Although we are only required to landscape 
25%, we are landscaping 56%.” ie 

The application was only approved after an 
“extensive and time-consuming review,” Altman 
said. 

“The Zoning Board of Appeals’ carefully thought- 
out 53-page finding statement detailed the reasons 
for its positive recommendation for this property,” 
he said. “The board stated the Enclaves application 
did not result in significant impact or that the ap- 
plicant mitigated the impact.” 

At the conclusion of the meeting, the hearing 
was held open for two weeks to allow for the sub- 
mission of written comments.

DAN’S NORTH FORK 


Off to the Races in Calverton

n just the second year, cars of all 

kinds lined up to be a part of a drag 
race at the Race Track, Not Street drag 
strip: a 7,000-foot-long runway locat- 
ed in the Calverton Executive Airpark. 
The founder of Race Track, Not Street, 
Pete Scalzo, stood up in front of the 
crowd of racers and spectators stand- 
ing by the starting line at a race on 
April 9, the first of the 2022 season. 

“We built the track on the side here 
in 28 days,” 
of the original 10,000-foot-long run- 
way the event was originally sup- 
posed to take place on. “Because the 
event that was running across the way 
rained out ... they had used their rain 
date and we set everything up on the 
runway, and then we had to move to 
the side. So that happened, believe it 
or not, last Tuesday. And look what 
you see.” 

This is not Scalzo’s first drag race. 


He has owned and operated five drag ~ 


strips. 

Scalzo can remember when Long 
Island had its own set of drag strips 
including a stock-car track and an 
1/8-mile track in Islip and a drag 
strip in Westhampton. Until Race 
Track, Not Street popped up, Long 
Island did not have a drag strip for 17 
years. And many, including an activ- 
ist group called Long Island Needs a 
Drag Strip, felt that was a disservice 
to Long Island’s car enthusiasts. Rac- 
ers and fans had to go out of state to 
find a race. 

“They had to travel and that was a 
killer,” Scalzo said. 

But even with so much support, de- 
livering a drag strip to Long Islanders 
has not been easy. Scalzo has met with 
multiple Town of Riverhead supervi- 
sors to present his idea to them. “It 
was always the same answer,” Scalzo 
said. “And I always had the same an- 
swer: It’s not a sound issue.” 

Scalzo and his fellow drag race hob- 
byists were met with resistance out 
of concern for noise and the environ- 
ment. It wasn’t until Town of River- 
head Supervisor Yvette Aguiar came 
into office that the idea of a drag strip 
in town would be considered. Aguiar 
and Scalzo can both recall meeting 
with each other at the height of the 
pandemic, discussing the idea while 
wearing masks. He said that Aguiar, 
at the time, told him that she would 
give him 15 minutes to pitch the idea. 

“T told her what I wanted to do,” 
Scalzo said. “I told her that there was 
always the noise (concern). I can guar-

antee that all cars will have mufflers, 
and she had the guts, in a middle of 
an election ... we could have been a 
complete failure, we could have made 
too much noise and did everything 
wrong, and it could have cost her elec- 
tion. But she believed in us.” 

Aguiar jested on opening day of the 
drag race season here that she dedi- 
cated to the idea to prove the naysay- 
ers wrong about no Town of Riverhead 
supervisor approving a drag race. 

“When she came into office I knew 
she was different right away on a 
whole host of issues,” said Suffolk 
County Executive Steve Bellone on 
opening day. “She wasn’t afraid to do 
things and to get things done. I’ve al- 
ways Said this. It matters who's in of- 
fice. ... It takes guts, it takes courage 
to do the right thing. This is the right 
thing.” 

And a drag strip is important and 
right for any community, said Scalzo, 
pointing out that drag strips take drag 
racers off the streets and highways 
and into a safe and controlled envi- 
ronment. “Back in the Westhampton 
Dragway and National Speedway 
(days), you had the old school guys 
like myself who love cars,” Scalzo said. 


“You would build a car and it took a 
lot of skill. ... What’s happening now 


though is, you have the Dodge Demon, * 


the Hellcat, of course the Corvettes, 
the Camaro. Those cars are so fast 
now from the factory that the problem 
is they are building them so fast — but 
where are they racing them?” 

They are racing on the street. 

Providing a drag strip has been 
proven in Scalzo’s lifetime to curb 
the practice of illegal street rac- 


ing. When he opened up a race track 


called Countyline Dragway in Miami, 
the task force established by Miami- 
Dade County was quickly dismantled 
because illegal street racing was no 
longer a problem. 

To add to the benefits of these drag 
racing events in Calverton, they’re 
fun, says Scalzo. For $65, Long Is- 
landers can become a race car driver 
for the day and for $25, spectators can 


watch the action and enjoy the many ~ 


food trucks and vendors that set up 
shop at the event. 


Among the attendees at the April 9 


race was 8-year-old Jason Dobrie and 


his family. Jason drives a race car that 


his father used to race when his father, 
also Jason Dobrie, was a child. When 


asked what his favorite part about — 


racing was, Jason said he liked to have 
fun and go as fast as he can. He said 


he wants to be a race car driver when 


he grows up. 

“It makes me proud,” his mother 
Ashley Dobrie said..“We asked him if 
he wanted to do it and he said ‘yeah’ 
and he loved it. ... All of the family 
comes. We hang out. His dad drove 
this car and I used to watch him when 


we were 15 and 16. Now to see him ~

M ost people don’t spend much 


time thinking about local wild- 
life until a deer or goose crosses their 
path, triggering feelings of surprise, 
awe, fear or wonder — and a sudden 
acknowledgement of the unknown. 

Such was the case when a 3-month- 
old male gray seal pup was spotted 
in the Flanders traffic circle where it 
clearly didn’t belong on a quiet Sunday 
morning, April 3. The seal was taken 
for evaluation, found to be healthy, 
and released by the Riverhead-based 
nonprofit New York Marine Rehabili- 
tation Center (NYMRC) into the ocean 
the following Friday — a happy ending, 
by all accounts. But the incident also 
served as a reminder that sea life also 
regularly makes local appearances. 

“Gray seals are very inquisitive, and 
they get into trouble at this age,” says 
NYMRC Rescue Program Director 
Maxine Montello, who noted that pups 
leave their mothers at 3-4 weeks old, 
so it is normal for them to be on their 
own. 

While it is not unusual for seals to 
leave the water, it was a surprise to 
find one on such a busy road. Gray 
seals are one of five species of seals 
that frequent Long Island waters from 
Montauk to Fire Island. Harbor and 
harp seals are often commonly sight- 
ed. All seals are federally protected 


under the Marine Mammal Protec- 
tion Act. Because even well-meaning 
human interference can cause much 
harm, the MMPA requires humans to 
maintain a 150-foot distance from the 
seals. 

The NYMRC monitors the health of 
reported animals and will rescue and 
relocate animals when warranted. 

“Our goal is for all animals to be re- 
leased,” says NYMRC Director Dani- 
elle Perillo. 

The NYMRC gets lots of calls of 
seals, especially from April to May. 
Seals often rest on rocks and beaches 
near the shore. Most seals are simply 
resting, but NYMRC encourages peo- 
ple to call with sightings so they can 
monitor the seals. 

“It’s really important to share our 
beaches,” says Montello. 

The most frequent dangers to sea 
life are marine pollution, including 
oil, gasoline and plastic in the water; 
entanglement in fishing gear; vessel 
strikes, especially propeller hits; and 
harassment — illegal take and feeding, 
or anything that causes altering the 
animal's behavior. 

“These are negative things we're 
doing,” says Montello, adding that 
this is why NYMRC is focused on 
educating the public about these pre- 
ventable behaviors. 

Boaters are encouraged to go slowly 
in shallow water and to have a spotter 


looking for wildlife so that it can be 


- avoided. People are reminded to not 
‘approach or feed wildlife. Montello 
reports that well-meaning people have 


pulled seals into the water, taken them 
home or fed them. Any overlap with 
the animals puts them at risk for not 
being able to survive in the wild. 
Climate change is creating enor- 
mous challenges for sea life. NY MRC 
reports that they used to see more 
hooded and ringed seals than they do 
now. These “ice seals” used to migrate 
down from northern Maine and Cana- 
da and frequent Long Island waters in 
late December and early January. As 
local winters have gotten milder, the 
seals no longer come this far south. 
One species of ice seal that still 
comes to our waters is the harp seal. 
They normally eat snow and ice for 
hydration, but on our beaches they 
may ingest sand and rocks instead, 
which can cause serious damage to 
their stomachs. If harp seals have sand 
around their mouths, they are taken 
to NYMRC. Sometimes surgery is re- 
quired, but even so, many harp seals 


die after rescue. A difficult decision for — 


any rescue: organization is to balance 
the cost of resources with the chance 
of success in giving animals a second 
chance. . 

NYMERC has also seen an increase 
in sea turtle strandings due to climate 


change. Long Island is home to four

species of sea turtles in the summer. 
The turtles forage in bays, the Long 
Island Sound, and the Atlantic Ocean. 
Green, loggerhead, leatherback and 


' the critically endangered Kemp’s Rid- 


ley turtles all rely on Long pag wa- 
ters for survival. 

Seals and turtles face apie oa 
man-caused dangers, vessel injuries, 
fishing gear entanglement and malnu- 
trition — all of which are preventable. 
But the biggest danger for turtles is 
cold stunning — a situation that has 


become much. more common with 
__ changes to our weather systems. 


“Because of climate changes, turtles 
miss the cues to go back south,” Mon- 


tello says. 


‘Warm summer temperatures now 
last well into October, when turtles 
normally migrate south. Cold temper- 
atures come on more suddenly than 
they used to. Turtles can’t regulate 
their internal temperatures, so sud- 


den changes in temperature are life- 


threatening. At water temperatures 


below 55 degrees, turtles’ heart rates 


plummet and they become immobile, 
washing up on shore and appearing 
dead. If-rescued in time, the turtles 
can be slowly warmed over 4—5 days 


and released. Satellite tags indicate 


that they don’t stun again. - 
“Twenty years ago, we saw less than 


10 a year,” Montello says. “Now, we 


rescue 40—50 a year, from sags 
to January.” 

At least half of the rescued Tirides 
are Kemp’s Ridleys. After hatching in 
Mexico and Texas, the juveniles follow 
the Gulf of Mexico to Long Island wa- 
ters. The turtles aren’t able to repro- 
duce until they are about 20 years old, 


so helping the young turtles is impor- 


tant for saving the population. 
“Turtles have a lot of obstacles,” says 
Montello, “from being a little hatch- 


ling and racing to the water, hiding | 
‘ from predators as small turtles, then 


surviving the journey north.”. 

She is hopeful that their territory 
may even be expanding as warm tem- 
peratures push them north. A Kemp’s 
Ridley nested on Long Island in 2018. 

“Turtles have been around for many 
moons, and they are used to adapting,” 
she says, adding that there is still rea- 


son to be concerned. “Our little piece 


here is only part of the puzzle for the 
species,”

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O’NEILL OUTDOOR POWER 
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SPIRIT’S PROMISE IS BASED IN RIVEHEAD 


We Rescue Horses Who Rescue People

pirit’s Promise was established in 

2012 by Marisa Striano when she 
found herself at a crossroads after 
moving to the North Fork. Struggling 
through the end of a long-term ca- 
reer and a strained marriage, Striano 
threw herself into the one thing she 
could rely on since childhood and 
saddled up her first horse in 15 years, 
Spirit. Feeling a strong connection 
with his energy because he looked 
sad and lost, she knew at once they 
needed each other, and so began their 
journey. 


Six horses later, Striano took a terri- 
ble fall off Spirit, leaving her grounded 
following the doctor’s orders to stay 
off the horse. Then something amaz- 
ing happened. The very next morn- 
ing, a couple appeared unannounced. 
Their son had taken his life a few days 
prior, and his biggest wish was to visit 
the horses of Spirit’s Promise. Striano 
brought them over to the herd and Big 
Mommie, the great-granddaughter of 
Seattle Slew, approached them. She 
realized Big Mommie identified with 
the soul and spirit of this woman 

~-who had just lost her son because Big 
Mommie had many foals taken from 


her as a former broodmare in the rac- 
ing world. ea 
For the next 45: minutes, Striano 


witnessed these two mothers mourn- © 


ing, offering space and support for 
each other’s grief. At this moment, 
Striano knew she was meant to help 


‘people on the ground with horses. 


Embracing the doctor’s words, she 
became a Certified Equus Life Coach, 
furthering her ability to. help people 
in emotional turmoil by connecting 
them with a horse. However, she did 
not stop there and connected with 
Angela Byrns from East End Hospice, 
which launched a unique partnership, 


working through grief with horses. 
On a visit to her rescue, I spoke to 

Striano more about her experiences 

with grief and horses. ; 


WHY SPECIALIZE IN GRIEF? 

I started noticing how I reacted to 
different experiences that represented 
loss. My two divorces totally changed 
me because I had become a mother 
of two after my first marriage, and I 
moved to Long Island during the sec- 
ond marriage. I experienced immense 
loneliness through these divorces, 
navigating the loss of a partner two 
times over. I realized grief is not only 
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about the loss of a person but also 
about the loss of a life I thought I was 
going to have. 

I started connecting with people in 
grief more and found I could relate 
to someone experiencing everything 
that was supposed to go right, take a 
hard left and then make a left again 
and then go down a dark alley, down 
a hole, through a tunnel and back up 
again. So many emotions are attached 
to grief as you're searching to get out. 
You go through anger, anxiety, .de- 
pression, or even motivation because 
you don’t want to be in your head, 
so you drop into your body. No mat- 
ter what, grief changes everything, 
and I’m drawn to helping people find 
peace through that journey. 

HOW DOES EQUUS LIFE 
COACHING WORK? 

Tl give you an example. In one ses- 
sion, I was working with a woman I'd 
known for many years, and her son, 
who I learned was an addict strug- 
gling in his recovery. I told him we 
were going to begin by grooming 
Heartbreaker because my philosophy 
is you start in grief by being vulnera- 
ble and letting down the walls. I knew 
if Heartbreaker would let someone 
touch her mane, she needed to sense 
a mutual vulnerability. 

Once Heartbreaker and the son 
were in the round pen, she put her 
head on his shoulder, nuzzling him. 
When he sat in the middle of the ring, 
she stood over him. You could see how 
Heartbreaker felt safe, and to Striano 
was conveying, “I know who you are. 
I know you're broken. And I know 
youre grieving.” Suddenly, he began 
sharing how he thought he'd be a good 
son, a productive member of society, 
find a wife, and have children, but it 
wasn’t turning out that way. There 
was an undercurrent of anger and 
disillusionment while he relaxed into 


his truth. His heartbeat synched with 
Heartbreaker’s as she welcomed him 
into the herd. He then asked his mom 
to step in to experience this peace. 

As soonas she stepped into the round 
pen, Heartbreaker moved to the oppo- 
site side, snorting, and took off running 
in circles so fast she slid into the kick 
plate of the round pen. I’m watching 
Heartbreaker as she desperately tried 
moving away from her energy, sensing 
an incongruency. I turned to the mom, 
saying, “Wow, youre really angry.” Her 
son responded, “Oh yeah, she’s angry. 
But she hides behind God.” I told them, 
“I don’t think she’s hiding behind God. 
I think she means to say, ‘I need God 
to get through the day because I am 
angry.” 

Trauma is covered by scar tissue 
and cobwebs. Then it’s triggered or 
appears when a horse holds a mirror 
up and says, “Nice try. You can hide 
all you want, but I know who you are.” 
The horse tells me who you are before 
you do. I never would’ve gotten there 
with the mother and son if I didn’t

ning for six weeks each. We learned 
quickly you can’t put a person who 
loses their 96-year-old mother with 
someone who loses their 17-year old 
daughter. Grief is not just grief, but 
grief of any kind is incredibly isolating. 

Sessions are designed for group 
members to experience connection 
through grief. We do an exercise 
called Horse in a Box, where the horse 
represents grief, and the box repre- 
sents where you put your grief for the 
day. The group works together moving 
the horse by lifting their energy, then 
having someone give direction to turn 
the horse and someone else keeping 
the horse in the box. It’s a team effort 
of moving grief. Grief will always be 
there, even in 20 years, with a familiar 
scent or song. So the box becomes the 
place where the grief will be, even on 


days when it’s a steamer trunk filled 
with pain too heavy to carry, so you 
just have to lay beside it. Our partner- 
ship with East End Hospice pairs the 
training of licensed social workers 
with the power of healing through the 
herd. Once someone experiences it, it 
can’t be unfelt. 

Spirit’s Promise is located on Sound 
Avenue in Riverhead and is home to 
rescued horses and chickens, ducks, 
goats, pigs and even cows. It’s run by 
a handful of staff and over 60 volun- 
teers. On April 30, they will be hosting 
the grand opening of their 70-foot in- 
door round pen, built in honor of a lost 
loved one of a family who found them 
through East End Hospice. This event 
is open to the public, inviting the com- 
munity to experience the power of the 
herd. This round pen is the first of its 
kind on Long Island, allowing Spirit’s 
Promise to offer one-on-one and 
group sessions no matter the weather. 
What a sanctuary of healing Spirit’s 
Promise has become for both animals 
and humans alike.

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Dwayne Denton, Former — 
Amagansett Fire Chief, Dies at 61

wayne Denton, who served for a 

total of 33 years in the Amagan- 
sett Fire Department, including as the 
chief and, most recently a commis- 
sioner, died at home:in Amagansett 
on Friday, April 8 at age 61. He was a 
friend to many, both in and out of the 
fire service. 

Whether as a volunteer or in his 
work as an East Hampton Town fire 
marshal, Denton took his commit- 
ment to fire safety seriously. As a fire 
chief, he never led with a heavy hand 
and earned the respect of those he 
worked with directly and indirectly 
throughout East Hampton Town, 
where he lived and worked all of his 
life. 

He always had a kind word, never 
wavered in giving a helping hand and 
exuded a positivity that was conta- 
gious. His positivity remained even 
through a devastating lung cancer 
diagnosis that came less than a month 
ago. 

For his firematic service at the fire- 
house on Monday, a line stretched out 
the bay doors of firefighters in their 
Class A uniforms, white-gloved and 


donning mourning bands, ‘there to 


give a final salute to the former chief. 
His turnout coat hung from Company 
3’s truck behind his casket, surround- 
ed by flowers, in a packed room. 

Denton first joined the Amagansett 
Fire Department back in November 
1978, following in the footsteps of 
childhood friends and high school 
' classmates Daniel Shields and Bruce 
Stonemetz who had already volun- 
teered. He was assigned to Company 
3, known as a tight-knit group, and 
served until August of 1984 when he 
stepped down. 

He returned to the department in 
February of 1995, again serving along- 
side his friends in Company 3. Just 
two years later, in 1997, he became 
an officer, first serving as an assistant 
captain through 1998. He became a 
captain, serving in 2005, 2006 and 
2009. 

During his last year as Company 
3's captain, Denton rescued an elderly 
woman from her burning home. He 
and Stonemetz were among the first 
two firefighters to arrive at the call on 
February 16, 2009. While Stonemetz 
tried to quell the flames, Denton car- 
ried the 89-year-old woman out of

the home. While she had been in a 
protected area of the house, she had 
to be taken through an unprotected 
area to get out of the house, The East 
Hampton Star reported at the time. 
The house was destroyed. 

The department honored Denton as 


a co-recipient of the Fireman of the 


Year award for that year. 

The following year, in 2010, he was 
elected’ second assistant chief, a post. 
he continued in 2011. Denton moved 
up to first assistant chief in 2012, serv- 
ing under his cousin Chief Mark Ben- 
nett. Then in 2013, he became chief, 
serving in 2014 as well, before turning 
the reins over to Chief Allen Bennett, 
whom he had mentored. - 

“After completing all these years 
of service, Dwyane was not done,” 
current Chief Chris Beckert told the 
mourners at the firematic service. 
Denton was elected to the Board of 
Fire Commissioners in 2017 and fin- 
ished a five-year term-in December of 
2021. 


“Overall, Dwayne accepted the re-_ 


sponsibilities these titles afford with 
commitment and_ professionalism, 
serving his department and commu- 
nity with a great deal of pride for 33 
years,” Beckert continued. “I and the 
members of the Amagansett Fire De- 
partment thank him and his family for 
his job well done.” 

His motivation was simple, his wife 
Susan Denton said: “To serve his com- 
munity in any way that he could.” 

The department, she added, “It was 
a family.” 

Denton was born at Southampton 
Hospital on September 18, 1960, to 
Robert Eugene Denton and the former

Ruth Ann Lester. His father grew up in 
Springs and his mother comes from an 
Amagansett family, so it was between 
the two hamlets that they made a 
home on Old Stone Highway. Their son 
would live there for all of his 61 years,

except for nine months when he and. 


his first wife rented elsewhere. 

He graduated from the Amagansett 
School and went on to East Hampton 
High School in 1978. 

In 1982, he married Debra Ann 
(Debbie) Trentham. With her daugh- 
ter, Marlene, they moved back to his 
family home (his parents built a house 
towards the’ back of the property) and 
they had a daughter, Shayla. His first 
wife died of lung cancer in 1994 at the 
age of 39. 

Denton met the former Susan Cahill 
in passing through a mutual friend. 
Later, Cahill attended the Amagan- 
sett Fire Department’s Chicken i 
where she caught his eye. 

She admits she thought she was nev- 
er getting married and never having 
kids. That changed with Denton. The 


couple celebrated their 25th wedding 
anniversary last year, having been | 


married on May 11, 1996. 

“He was somebody who my grandfa- 
ther never met — my grandfather was 
my world,” she said, likening him to 


‘her husband. Denton “always did for 


others. He was always the most kind- 
est, gentlest, wonderful person, and 
that’s what drew me to him. And now 
they have met.” 

Denton’s blended family was his 
pride and joy — it was obvious to any- 
one he met. “He loved his family. He 
couldn’t have been prouder,” his wife 
said. 


When they first married, he was 


‘working at the town’s sewage treat- 


ment plant, but on the weekends he 


took on carpentry work on the side — 


his father was in construction and he 
had long worked with him. His wife 
would go out to jobs with him, “we 


were building decks, humping lumber - 


— you do what you've got to do,” she 
recalled. He started Robert E. Denton 
& Son, a construction company. — 
After suffering a back injury, he 
decided to change careers. About six 


_ years ago he took a position as a part- 


time fire marshal with the Town of 
East Hampton, a job ‘that married his 
firefighting passion with work. One 
year later, he became full-time. Just 
last year, he was promoted to senior 


fire marshal, according to Chief David 


(Buzzy) Browne and on February 8 of 
this year he achieved the level of New 
York State Fire Investigator II. 

“He absolutely loved being a fire 
marshal,” his wife said. 


_ She added that she was told Denton — 
even made an impression on those 


who he had to ticket. “He did it with 
respect. He was. always a fair man,” 
she said. 

Woodworking remained a passion 
throughout. He and his father built 
a shop behind his house. “The man 


loved to be in his shop,” his daughter 


Shayla Bennett said. When he retired, 
he wanted to build furniture, but he 
created tables, chairs, toy chests and 
more for family and friends. — 

’ “Thave a million tables in my house,” 
Bennett siad. “He did amazing finish- 
ing work — beautiful craftsmanship.” 

Recently, he and his son restored a 
boat. They enjoyed duck hunting Ga 
surfcasting together. 

Bennett recalled camping at Wild- 
wood State Park in Wading River 


and Cedar Point County Park in East 


Hampton with her father as a child, 
something she enjoys doing now with 
her family. Her father went on a trip 
last year and they had another booked 
for August. 

Denton is survived by his step- 
daughter, Marlene Daniels of Springs, 
his daughter, Shayla Bennett of 
Amagansett, and his son Daniel 
Denton of Amagansett, as well as his 
sons-in-law, Steven Bennett and Mark 
Daniels, whom he not only loved but 
considered his friends. Five grandchil- 
dren — Faith Daniels, Mark Daniels, 
Paige Daniels, Jocelyn Bennett and 
Tabitha Bennett — also survive. 

. He was a father figure to many. “He 
had so many adopted kids that still to 
this day come back to him for advice. 


‘He was always there to lend that ear, to 


lend that hand, and to give them that 
guidance that they needed,” his wife 
said.

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Anthony Scaramuccl

Anthony Scaramucci is among the 
foremost names in global finance. The 
lifelong Long. Islander and part-time 
Hamptonite is a mover-and-shaker, 
whose expert insight and entrepreneur- 
ial acumen is sought by those whose 
decisions shape our world and keep the 
economy afloat. 

He was born and raised in an Italian- 
American, middle-class family in Port 
Washington. After graduating from 
high school, he would go on to secure 
his Bachelor’s Degree from Tufts Univer- 
sity, and then his Juris Doctorate from 
Harvard, His tenure at Harvard would 
partially coincide with fellow alumnus, 


President Barack Obama, among many: 


other high profile graduates. 

After graduating from law school, he 
would start his storied career in finance 
with investment and financial services 
titan, Goldman Sachs, as a private wealth 
manager. He would then start his own 
firm, co-founding investment partner- 
ship Oscar Capital Management, which 
sold to Neuberger Berman in 2001. 

“I grew up in a blue-collar family in 
Port Washington, a diverse town on the 
North Shore of Long Island.

My brother 
David and I were the first generations of 
their family to go to college,” Scaramucci 
says. “The modesty of our upbringing in- 
stilled in me a humility, but also a burn- 
ing hunger to succeed in business. ... 
My ambition was a double-edged sword 
early in my career as I chased the high- 
est-paying and most prestigious jobs. Ul- 
timately, I was able to shed the insecurity 
of being an outsider on Wall Street and 
start. two successful businesses: Oscar 
Capital, which was sold to Neuberger 
Berman, and then SkyBridge.” 

In 2005, Scaramucci began SkyBridge 
Capital, which has grown into a multibil- 
lion-dollar firm, where he remains man- 
aging partner. Billing itself as an alterna- 
tive investment firm that invests in, and 
manages, assets that are outside of tra- 
ditional asset categories, Scaramucci has 
built his company into among the most 
high-profile in the U.S. “I recognize my 
own strengths and weaknesses and have 
never been a traditional command-and- 
control CEO, nor have I ever carried that 
title despite being the managing partner 
of the firm,” Scaramucci says. “I drive 


the strategic direction of the firm but 
also lead from the front when it comes to 
sales and marketing. ... SkyBridge is not 
a place where there are frequent meet- 
ings or a highly structured hierarchy, but 


a firm where the partners and employees ° 


are encouraged to be entrepreneurial. 
Ultimately, I hope the firm has taken on 
my personality: scrappy, tireless, nimble 
and resilient.” 

Scaramucci has been dubbed by many 
a thought leader and someone whose 


vision for the future of the American 


economy is noted and considered by 
everyone from the retail investor to the 
nation’s top. corporate executives. 

“While my primary focus has always 
been on business and philanthropy, I 
am also fiercely patriotic, dating back to 
my adolescence in the heyday of Ronald 
Reagan. At our annual SALT, originally 
an acronym for “SkyBridge Alternatives, 
conferences,” he notes, “the content is 
a mix of conversations around invest- 
ing, technology and nonpartisan public 
policy, all revolving around a theme of 
pragmatism. ... We want to help move 


America forward to a healthier place by - 


facilitating conversations among a di- 
verse coalition of people, ranging from 
politicians to asset allocators to tech 
entrepreneurs.

before and after meeting with the Presi- 
dent’s Transition Team, holding a seat 
on the 16-person Executive Committee, 
which built the Executive leadership of 
U.S. government which would lead our 
nation for the next four years. 

“I was more surprised than anyone 
when Donald Trump named me to his 
16-person presidential transition team 
executive committee,” he says. “I was 
making a television appearance when I 
found out the news, despite having ex- 
pressed my doubts to Trump about serv- 


ing in that role. The biggest surprise for. 


me during the transition process was the 
bureaucracy and special interests that 
drive so many appointments in govern- 
ment. ... When outsiders were floated for

from public service. Barriers have been

Thus, we're left with administrations full 
of career officials — many of which are 
smart and capable — that rob the Ameri- 


can people of varied viewpoints in the 


policymaking process.” 

Scaramucci is no stranger to the me- 
dia. Prior to his role in the Trump ad- 
ministration, he served as a contributor 
at Fox News. He would be appointed as 
White House communications director 
after a brief stint as chief strategy officer 
of the Export-Import, or EXIM, Bank. 


' While Scaramucci’s term at the White 


House podium would be brief, he has 
been no stranger to the television set. 
Picking up where he left off at SkyBridge, 
he is now a contributor at the CNBC 
Business Network, where he appears 
frequently on the network’s top-rated 
programming, such as Squawk Box. 
His voice can be heard emanating from 
millions of American television sets on 
a myriad of topics, of late, including the 
emerging spaces of Bitcoin, cryptocur- 
rency and blockchain technology. © 

“I consider myself a strong commu- 


nicator. In my role at SkyBridge, I have: 


often acted as a spokesperson for the 
alternative investment meant manage- 
ment industry, willing to go on TV and 
be quoted in the paper on topics many 
managers shy away from,” he says. “It 
has led to private praise from members 


of the industry as my outspokenness .
